When you find the extreme heat begin to abate, 
level the earth upon it, in order to ſow yd ur intended 
ſeed, always obiervir g to have upon your bed the depth 
of ſix or eight inches of earth, to prevent the extreme 
heat of the dung from ſpoiling your crop? for, ſhould 
the roots of whatever you ſow or plant touch the dung, 
they will certainly be ſpoiled. To theſe ditections 
ſhould be added a careful obſervation of thoſe, who 
make hot- beds.; for theory and practice cannot be di- 
vided, and the one is in Dfpurb): ly deceſſary to gain a 
complete knowledge of the other. 
As to the earth, proper to cover the dung of hot- 
beds, it ſhould: always be light, freſh, and well ſifted; 
for you ought to conſider how tender the roots of thoſe
